This may at firſt fight, ſeem a very hard and great Tax, but When it is 
donſidered, that tis to be paid by ſueh Tenants, Who for the S tock in their 
Trades as yet have paid little, and who, by paying off this will be free from 
the Coal Tax, and from the Inconvenience of being paid ſor their Goods in Bad 
Money, which lights chiefly on Trades. men; and to be freed from which (if 
it were other wiſe to continue) every ane of thoſe Trades - men very gladly 
would give more than his ſhare of this Tax will come to; and therefore tis 
not much tobe doubted , but that it may be well, if not chearfully born: 
and if thus having a Sign; might be to Victualing Houfes inſtead of a Licenſe, 
twould then coſt them little or nothing.
